THE INSURANCE RATES ON LINEMEN

Since THE DISPATCH took up the sub-
jeot of overhead wires, and has been giving
to the public the opinionsof officials and
experts on the subject, many citizens who
heretofore had given no attention to the pos-
sible desth dealing apefits by which they
were surronnded at every step, have begon
to think seriously of some way to meet the
problem which all admit wost be met
sooner or later. The advantages and dis-
advantages of having the wires under
ground having been discussed by electrician
and telegraph officials, and slthough they
are not agreed, a covclusion to be derived
from their argument would probably faver
the ucdergronad plan.

George A. Kelly was found in his store,
st the corner of Wood street and Firstave-
nne yesterday afternoon, and when the ques-
tion of wires was broached he immedintely
laid aside his business, and without any un-
necessary verbiage began to give bis views
on the matter.

A CITIZEN WHO WILL WALE.

Mr. Kelly gave the following expression
of views in his usual clearheaded munper:

“This guestion of wires has been bother-
ing me for some time, but it is only sinee I
have been reading the articles in TEE Dis-
PATCH that 1 have given it serious atien
tion. 1 was recenily ia ormed that the roof
of my building here, which is a flut one, is
covered by s periect wetwork of
wires, but who gave the companies
permission to put them up is & matterI
know nothing sbout. They are up there,
however, snd I have been wery uueasy
recently for lear some of them are not pro
erly insulated, aod may ignite the rool. Ii
the building ever took fire on aoy of the
upper floors it would be almost sure to be
entirely destroved, as the upper stories are
filled with paints, olls and materials which
would burn like brimstone. The wires
which are running over and around the
building would seriously interfere with the
work of the firrmen. I went to see the
vompanies who pot up the wires and told
them that unless competent parties, other
than their own emploves, would ussare me
that the wires were properly insulated they
would have to be taken down.

AX INSURAXNCE ADVISER

I next consulted an insurance agent as to
the best oourse to pursur, and he advised to
get an ax, pursue a ladder to the roof and cut
evary wire which 1 found attached to the
buiiding, but évery public improvement is
for the public good, and I do not wish to do
suythiog which would probably inconveni-
encé & hundred men whoe were benefited
br the wires which 1 wonld ent.

*The streets are gerting worse and worse
every year, and the trend of public opinion
is slowly but surely working toward that
point when the wires must go under gronand.

*1 am opposed to these electric railways,
snd I'll tell vou now that when I ean get
home without ridine on them I will lot them
severely alope. Why, every few duys’ we
resnd sbout somebody being shocked while
getting on or off them in other eities, and I
don’t propose to run any more risks thun I
can possibly belp.

*“We run two chances ol suddenly ending
our existence on this terresteial sphere as
it is.

CILANCES OF INJURY.

““Why, just think of the chavces of being
knocked down, run over and mangled a pe-
destrian takes in going, from thin corner,
suy, to the postoffice. Theu when vou enter
the Manchester street ears you are liable to
be killed belore you get home by haviong the
car collide wiih s cable ear, or 8 West
Penn or Fort Wayne train, a8 a3
ear did s few vwears apo, in which
1 happened to be a passenger when two peo-
ple sitling beside me were killed. Then to
think of putting the danger of instant death 1
on top of all this is more than buman en-
durance can bear.

“The electric light and telegraph and
telephone companies would no doubt stub-
bornly fight any effort which would be mude
to compel them to place their wires under
ground, but I believe that they would ulti-
mately be benefited by such 2 mwova, BSey-
eral companies have wires under ground,
and I believe they are working all right.
There are a few telephone and telegraph
wirea which could npot conveniently be
placed below the surface, but these would
not, nor did they ever harm any one,

LINEMEN DID DAMAGE.

“Another annoyance to which we were
sobjected bere was the fact that the linemen
when placing the wires on the root of onr
bailding wore elimbers on their shoes, and
these tore holes in the roof, and whenever it
ruins heavily the water leaks throngh these
holes into the floor below. If Tur Dis-
PATCH continues to keep the matter before
the public I believe that it will be buta
short time before the electriec companies will
be compelled by the foree of public apinion,

if nothing else, to place their wires below |

ground.”

“That scoidont to those horses in Alle-
ghenw is only a forerunner of what we may
cxpect, and instend of horses it will be
buman beings.

aI'l the electric, telegraph and ulc'plmna
wires eould be run through them.

“The uanger from the wires coming in
eoutact with water pipes and gas pipes ron-
mning into bouses, if the former were under-
ground, would then be obviated, and be-
sides the company would get & better ser-
vice, a8 the wires would not be subjeet to
the influence of weather as they are now.
The olacing of the wires in Parig under-
ground was done during the time of Na-
poleon IIL, snd it was probably the best
thing he did during bis reign. i would be
o blessing to Pittsburg, and the sooner it is
done the better for the companies ana the
citigens. " o

A PATRIOTIC LEAGUE.

Branches of the New Organization
Now Exist Here.

COHESIVE MOVEMENT IN PROGRESS,

Objects of the New Political Party Clesrly
Uuntlined.

THE REQUIREMEXNTS FOR MEMBERSHIP

The American Patriotic Leasgue is pro-

gressing rapidly, and satisfactorily to the

of the scheme. The work of or-

ganizing leagues in Allegheny county has

begun, and sympathy for the movement is

spreading into various counties of Western
Peansylvenia.

As explained in THE DisPATCHE & short
time since, the movement ix the result of a
meeting beld in New York City by the
representatives of the different American
orders, acling as individoals.

Cards are now being sent out to persons
known to be in sympathy with the league.

These are supposed to distribute the cards
judiciously for signatures. On the face of
these cards appears the following address:

OBJECTS OF THE LEAGUE.

“The object of the American Patriotie
League {s to combine the members of all ex-
isting American orders, or societies,together
with other citisens having similar views,
for the purpose of enforcing by legislation
the principles expressed im its platiorm,
whicg eontains in brief the leading pointsin
all glnrl:l,v American orders,

“Though some of these objeots have heen
introduced into the platforms of the leading
political parties, the purpose has been, ap-
parently, only to catch votes. We prﬂroae
to press their adoption by Congress, and by
State Legislatures, until they me laws.

“Every thinking American citizen ap-
preciates the dangers which meoace our
Ameriean institutions, but it is necessary
to consolidate public sentiment to obtain
united and effective action, and for that
purposs local leagues will be organized in
every city, town and village in the Union.
The American Patriotic Lesgue will not
conflict with any existing American order,
but will be the active political agency
whereby all ean combine for the
furtherance of their principles, while still
maintaining their individual organizations.

A NATIONAL CONVENTION.

“It will pot be ritualistic or beneficial, and
entrance fee and dues will be merely nomi-
nal. When enough States have been or-
ganized, a pational cenvention will
called, to be composed of delegates from
every associntion in syvmpathy with the
movement, and the influence of the comr-
bined forees will be used with telling effect.
These are our purposes, and we welcome to
our ranks every reputable citizen, native or
naturnlized, who believes in the principles
we advocate, regardlesso! his ereed or eolor,
The names of members and all correspound-
ence will be strictly secret.

An entrance fee of §1 will be collected, and tho
wonthly or quarterly dues will be nominal,

HEADQUARTERS IN NEW YORK.

The parent Jesgue is located in New York,
and charters will be obtained from it for
State leagues. The headquarcers of the
Pennsylvanin State League will be in Pitts-
burg. League No. 1 will probably be iusti-
tuted the latter part of this week. There
will be no rituale, regalias, benefits or para-
phernalia. It is to a simple business
suxilisry to the various American orders
for accomplishing their purposes.

AN EXPLICIT STATEMENT.

A member of the National Executive
Committes located in this eity, in spesking
of the league nnd itsobjects, yesterday after-
noon said:

*'It is the intention to bring together for
practical work members of the Jr. 0. U, A,
M., the O. U. A M, the P.O. 8.0l A, and
other similar orders, also all American eiti-
zens, native or naturalized, who ecan in-
dorse our platform, Almost every Ameri-
ean can indorse these principles. Almost
everyone realizes the importance of legisla-
tive action on the subject. Organization is
sll that is needed. The projectors of the
American Patriotic League believe it very
unwise to atterupt to start a new politieal
party, as it would only stirsct demagogues
and sorchead politicians

NOT TO DISTUEB AFFILIATIONS.
“They intend to work within the present-
organized parties, and allow every member
of the leagne to maintuin his party sffilia-
tions. The names of members, their place
of meeting and their proceedings will be
kept strietly searet.

“Many promivent men of sll political
faiths have sttached themselves already,
and the great mass of the freethinking citi-
zens will readily join. It will be demon-
strated that practical work ean be done by
others than practical politicians.

The behef
that it sometimes rains toads is wide-
spread, but the people of Greentree refused
to believe that either solar attraction or a
cyclone had picked up 165 pounds avoirdu-
pols from Pitisburg slums, walted the mass
over the 400-foot hills and dropped it in the
village without knocking the bug juice out
of it. The man wasn’t bruised, but he was
very drank.

A WHITE ELEPHANT.

‘What to do with him was the next ques-
tion. Some thought he might be utilized as
a tarrible example of the eful effects of
intemperance, and voted to have him hauled
around in & cart and exhibited to

the  confemplation of the rising
generation, in  imitation of the
ancient Greeks, who made slaves

drunk and showed them in their most dis-
gusting state to the children of the ancient

The littlea incident narrated above has
stirred Greentree to ils greatest and
as forewarned is fore-armed, there is a lond
call on the Burgess to take out & com-
mission, and at the next meeting of
the Borough Compncil it will be
ssked either to provide a lockup or
at least one ball and chain, so that inebri.
ated waifs and strays, the flotsam and
Jjetsam of the oiky, when stranded in Grean-
tree, may be entertained acovrding to their
deserts. To make themselves parfectly safe,
some burgers contend that at least three
outfits of ball snd chain should be pur-
chased, eyven though the next Council may
be required to pass a deficieney bill.
